Guilty or Not Guilty of Anything Criminal, 
a Rest Might Do Him Good — A

— JtK-key Jack 
Martin Is llio snldo<-t of ottii’ial Invosi l>:ation at 
liio Fair Croniuls. It is all aliont liis ridin;; of 
Orly In tlio last ra<*o to«lay. Tho horse was piM-koied 
ami to all ap|M‘aram*es (ioliborattdy rostraliusl nutil 
in I ho stiol<*h wlioro Marlin inutlo a fo<‘blo effort 
—an attoinpt at hard riding that wonld have put a 
novbv to blush. Tho fact that Orly was the favorite 
may not have had anythin.:; to do with tho perfi»rm- 
anee. but the .ind.:;os evidently thonp;ht it did. They 
<alI«Ml .Martin into tho stand and asked for an <‘x- 
planation. Wli.at he said was not sntfii'iently satis- 
faeiory to cause the otlicials t«» drop tin* ease. Tlioy 
are Koin;; to proln* deeper. Orly, it is true, is a 
hard Iiorsi* to ride and he did pull np sore tins 
aflerno4»n. but tlios«* wlio are stipinnaMl to know when 
a horse is y;etfin:; all that is coinin.^ to him in 
tho way of a liiistlin:;. onerKoiie ride are nnitml jn 
tlio expression that .Martin is in dol>t to Orly. 
Owner Oivill does not Indleve that there was any- 
thin;; criminal alamt tho race. He says that while 
Martin nndonidediy ns«*d poor jnd;;inent in handling; 
thc^ horse, it appeared to him that Orly was in an 
nnnsnally l»ad frame of mind ami was mostly 
responsible. .Vt any rate lo<*;»l raiint; tni^ht l*e 
Iwnetited if jm key Martin wonld take a rest, tlie 
lony:er the peri«Ml of inactivity the lietter. 

It would take a whle stretch of the imagination 
to say that the can! to«lay was attractive. Si.v of 
file seven races were selling affairs.

Tliere are tixi many of them 
anyiiow. 

In tlie two-year-old race Shirley Rossmore was 
nmpiest ionalily tlie best, but suffered by l>eing hehl 
at the p«»st by 4Uie of the assistant starters. Slie 
was pra<‘ti«ally left. Starter Dade, however, was 
under tlie impression tliat D. Austin was at fault 
:ind snsjiendeil tlie jockey for tiu* remainder of the 
me»*ting. .\ustin was lunphatic in his statement to 
owner .Milam tiiat tlie assistant starter was to blame 
ft»r he tilly’s failure to leave tlie i>ost, and so it 
ap|M*ared from tlie staml. 

Tlie iKMikmakers ndrievml. siune of their losses of 
tin* past two days by tlie failure of live of the 
aflerniKurs favorites. Tom Dolan won the fourth 
race in an impre.ssive manner and he gives promise 
of eventually ranking above the selling division,

EXPECT DEFEAT OF AMIS BILL. 

Hot Springs. .\rk., January 24. — PHvate advices 
fn.m I.iiile Roik indicate that the Amis bill, which 
is miw ]>ending before the legislature, intemhsl to 
kill racing in Arkansas, will l»e defeated when the 
mutter conoes np next Monday lx‘fore the agriculture 
coniuiittee. Delegations in favor of the s|M»rt and 
those bitterly oppostui to nicehorse lietling will ap- 
pear l»efore the comniittm' ami argunient»< on Iwitli 
shies will Im' heard. The feeling against racing at 
Oaklawn is gradually losing prestige, and it is almost 
p4»sitive that no obsta<*le will be place<l in the way 
of the opening on Februar.v 4. 

Horsemen are shipping tlieir strings here ilaily 
from New Orleans and .Memphis and a banner me**t- 
ing is anticipated. A large minilH*r of two-year-olds 
will make tlieir debut at Oaklawn track this sea- 
son. 

The program book for the first six days of tlie 
Hot J<prings meeting which is to open at Oaklawn 
Febniary 4. is ladng distrihuteil by Secretary E. W. 
^laginn. It embraces thirty-six races — six ra<*es a 
day — with a daily distribution of lf2.400. There 
will lie eight races for two-year -olds, eight for three- 
year-olds exclusively, fourteen for three-.ve.ar-olds and 
iipwanl and six for four-year-olds and upw’ard. There 
are twenty selling races ami four handicaps. There 
are only seven races? over a mile and the longest is 
one mile ami an eighth.

The popularity and prosperity of steeplechasing 
in France is attested by the statistics for llKK}. 
The uuDilier of owners wdnuiiig over each 

was 24b, while over 100 breeilers received premiums 
for the winners of jumping races. M. Fisclioff, 
who is al present visiting in New York, heads the 
list of winning owners with $79,250 to his credit. 
M. (taston Ih*eyfu»s is seioiid on the list with 
nearly $70,000. Fragilite, tlie famous mare, owned 
by Percy Wooilland. but now under lease to M. C. 
Vagliano for the meeting at Nice, head.s the list 
<»f winning horses with $42,415. Bnrgrave II. wtni 
$37,910. Fifty-eight other liorses won over $5,000 
eadi and 400 more won over $1,1X10 each. The list 
of slrt‘8 of these jumi>ers is beaded by St. Damieu. 
His get won over $90,000 last year.

GOLDFINCH FOURTEENTH IN LIST. 

Ciddtiiicli. the eighteen-year-old son of the nn- 
U'aleii Onmnide and Tlilslli*, a stake winner, by 
Scottisli Cliief, is fmirteentli in tlie list of .\mer- 
i<*an stallions for 1 *.Mm;. tbdiltincli was no great 
sisakes as a ra<*eliorse, but in* lias <lom* well as a 
sire iMitli in tliis «‘onntry and in England. Holdtimb 
was lu'eil liy Lord .\iiiigt<m in England and carru*d 
Ills itd«i;*s In Hie only two winning races of ills 
lirief career on tin* tnrf. .\s a twd-y ear-old lie 
started tlirce limes, winning tlie Kempton Bark 
Bh'iiiiial and tlie New Stakes at .\s<*ot and was only 
lieaten a bead for tlie July Stakes at Newmarket. 
He ran tliis ract* in tlie odors of Sir F. Johnstone. 
He was out only twice as a three-year-old, running 
unplaiaHl Ixdli times. Tlie tirst time he carried the 
ladors of Lord Allngton. tlie next time he started 
ill tlie name of B. B. Mnrptiy, who took him into 
Ireland ami started him once at Dublin as a fonr- 
year-oM, where he ran unplaowl. This ended bis 
racii^; caieer. 

Holdftnch did his first service as a stallion when 7io 
was a four-yeur-ohl In the spring of 181K1, and among 
his first iTop. racing as two-yea r-ohis in 1S90, were 
tlie great filly Clielaiulry and the goml colt Monterey. 
Chelamlry carried the i*olors of I.<ord Rosebery and 
was victorious in Hie M’4HMh*ote Stakes at tw’o and 
the fidlowing .vear won Hie One Tliousiind Guineas 
ami was seonid in the Oaks and St. I^eger. Gold- 
finch made liis last serviiv in England in the spring 
of ISJM and was piirchaseii during the summer by 
J. B. Hagglii ami liroiight to this cxmiitry with 
Star Rntiy and M’atercr**ss to stand at Rancho del 
Baso. What Mr. Haggiu paid for him was not 
anmmm*ed, but at Hie «lisiK*rsal sale of the Rancho 
del Ba.so Stud in l><M*emlier. IINKI, Mr. Haggin iMUight 
Goldfincli ill for $B».tMib and sent him to the Elmen- 
dorf Stud in Kentucky, where he now is.
